3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to show or render obvious a printer with a cutter device as claimed, particularly 
including a receiver including a containing chamber, a lid for a loading chamber holding 
recording material, and an interlocking mechanism for connecting the lid with the 
receiver so that the receiver is moved from a contained position where the containing 
chamber is completely contained in the printer to an exposed position where a part of 
the containing chamber is exposed, in association with the movement of the lid from a 
closed position to an open position.
